Bow Certain Trusted Public Servants, 
Capitalists and Others Rubbed 
lne Rising Generation of Ila 
Educational Provision. 



Omaha, Nob., Aug 5.— The clerk of Keith 
county has been enjoined from certifying a 
lease of 100,000 acres of school lands in that 
county to Doran, an Omaha capitalist, on the 
ground of fraud. It is alleged that Doran, A. 
«. Kendall, Commissioner of Public Lands; 
A. C. Bleosdale, Clerk of Keith county, and 
other officials are members of a combination 
formed for the purpose of acquiring control 
of school lands. When Nebraska was admit- 
ted to the Union 2,700,000 acres of the public 
domain were set apart as an endowment for 
the common school system. A stat- 
ute was enacted requiring that 
every twenty-flve years the land should 
lie appraised, and, if not sold, rented to the 
highest bidder. As the minimum price for 
selling was fixed at *7 an acre, the sales were 
quite small. The average appraisement has 
t>een 12.50 an acre, and on this the average 
bid for leasing has been 0 per cent. Thus a 
innn bidding ti |xt cent, on f250 would pay 
|1B0 a year for the use of 1,000 acres. Capi- 
talist* have secured all the land |x>ssible, a: 
after holding a few years, sublet to acti 
fanners at maty increased prices.
